'This may possibly account for the circam-
stance of the withhoiding from general telegraphie com-
munication of the intelligence of the gap made in the
blockade by this vessel as a pioneer.

This is the first instance, we believe, of the ingress of
'a vessel of a neutral power into our blockaded ports ;
and as such is entirely sufficient to furnish the oceasion
for freeing the nentral trade of the British Government
from f{arther restrictions.
